lead a divided nation Nixon's victory a very slim one did not become assured until late this morning the 
counting has proceeded throughout the day and the late returns now show the popular vote with 94% of the 
vote counted Humphrey 929 million six hundred and seventy seven thousand one hundred and fifty two 
Nixon two hundred at twenty nine million seven hundred and twenty six thousand four hundred and nine 
Wallace nine million two hundred and ninety one

million two hundred and ninety one thousand eight hundred and seven forty three percent for Humphrey and 
Nixon 13 percent for George Wallace however as this election made absolutely clear it is the electoral vote 
not the popular vote that decides the presidency Texas's 25 electoral votes Missouri's 12 still have not been 
firmly put into anybody's column but today when illinois's 26 electoral votes went to Nixon it gave the 
Republican more than the 270 he needed to win and here's how the electoral vote stands Nixon 287 
Humphrey 166 Wallace 5 southern states with 45 for several hours during the night in the morning the 
outcome hinged on neck-and-neck races in several of the big states Texas and Illinois Ohio New Jersey 
California with its big block of 40 and during those hours the possibility that this election might go to the 
House of Representatives for a decision seemed very real indeed thus the makeup of the new house was 
being watched with close interest and here's how that came out the Democrats won 243 seats Republicans 
187 still undecided one seats in which the Democrats are leading and four in which the Republicans are 
leading at any rate the house will be in the control of the Democrats a new house will also contain eight 
negro representatives and that's two more than the old house the democrats also lost some seats in the 
senate but they still maintain firm control there too consequently Nixon becomes the first president since the 
start of the two-party system to take office for his first term with the opposition controlling the legislative 
branch let's look at the Senate returns in Oregon well 15 Democrats were elected 14 Republicans there are 


still two races undecided for which Democrats are leading the Democrats held 40 seats which were not up 
this year that means they will have 57 in the new Senate they had 63 in the old they lost six seats the 
Republicans had 26 holdovers and the new Senate will have 40 Republicans 
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new Senate will have 40 Republicans three more than earlier they're still these undecided races in Oregon 
veteran Democratic senator Wayne Morse found his bid for a fifth term the toughest of his political career 
and how here's how he stands in that contest with state representative Robert packwood ninety-seven

little trouble in one closely watched race between two newcomers seeking national office Liberal Democrat 
Alan Cranston defeated conservative Republican max Rafferty for the Senate in California Republicans fared 
better and increasing their share of the governorship sand let's take a look now at that board and the 
Democrats have elected seven the Republicans ten the Democrats had eleven state houses that were not up 
for election this year the Republicans 18 so the Democrats will have 18 Republican governors they had 24 
before yesterday the Republicans will have 28 they had 26 before ultimately the Republican presidential 
victory probably will cost to that party however one of their governorships Maryland has no office of 
lieutenant governor therefore when Spiro Agnew becomes vice president he'll be replaced as governor by a 
successor chosen by the Democratic controlled State Legislature and one of the Republican victories was

Nixon's people are efficient than 
knowledgeable people the real test will come later on it will begin with the new president's relations with 
Congress and with a working press the Congress remains in opposition hands and mr. Dixon's relations with 
the press have always been tentative at the best the men he now chooses for the top policymaking positions 
and the impact of his inaugural will have much to do with answering the question of whether he can make 
positive use of the benefit of the doubt that the American people always give a new leader this is not a 
Republican restoration approaching the Eisenhower election mr. Eisenhower had a uniting and healing 
influence because he was a national symbol seemingly above partisanship mr. Nixon has always been a 
committed fighter a total party man and therefore a divisive influence himself all his life he has struggled to 
win support now he must invest it risk it spend it if he is to make it grow and multiply in the country's present
